Thii South American Giant Is the Big* 


Best Bug 'n the World. 


To the Hercules beetle, a ginnt ninong 


Insects, which Is found In certain por- 
tions of Centnil and South America ns 
Well ns in the island of Dominion, one 
of the British Went Indies, belongs the 
distinction of hoing the biggest bug In 
the world. In nppearnnce this creature 
Is anything 
but: prepossessing and 


looks as 
If it hnlonged with pink 


snakes, purple spiders niul other crea- 
tures of I ho imaginiition. 


It Is a common trait of torrlsts and 


travelers to make little of anything 
fipon in. foreign lands, especially In the 
lift!,- West Indian Islands, and to de- 
clare t h a t similar things of vastly 
greater nixe or better (]rality occur in

n<TOSS the Hercules beetle, however, ! 
they are obliged to acknowledge them- 
pelves beaten. 


Although .so formidable in appear- 


mice, this insect is perfectly harmless. 
It lives in the heavy forests and fcedn 
on the sweetish sap or gum of native 
trees. The larva, or grub, is about 
four inches long and ns thick ns o 
man's thumb and looks like a htij<e 
white maggot. It Is considered a dell- 
racy by the native negroes nnd oaribs, 
who roast it in hot ashes and sny that 
It tastes like roasted nuts. 


Clumsy in appearance, the Hercules 


beetle possesses great powers of flight, 
nnd in the outlying villages it is not 
uncommon for one of these lingo crea- 
tures to enter the native houses, being 
attracted thereto by the lights. The In- 
variable result is a prompt extinguish- 
ing of the candle by the wind created 
by the beetle's buzzing wings, accom- 
panied by screams from the inmates 
of the house, who imagine n jumble, or 
evil spirt, has invaded their dwelling. 


A popular belief among the natives 


is that the Hercules beetle saws off 
limbs of trees by grasping them be- 
tween the two hornlike appendages 
find flying round nnd round. Tills Is a 
manifest impossibility, as the Insect 
has but little power in the horns, and, 
moreover, the upper one Is lined with 
a soft, velvety hair, which would be 
rubbed off at once by any friction. 


TABLECLOTHS. 


The "Doublets" and' the "Bubbles" of 


Olden Times. 


In the twelfth century the table- 


<-loths were very large nnd were al- 
ways laid on the table double. For a 
long time they were called "doublers" 
for that reason. 
The cloth was first 


placed so as to touch the.floor on the 
Bide of the table at which the guests 
sat. Then all the cloth that remained 
•was folded so that it just covered the 
table. 


Charles V. had sixty-seven 
table- 


cloths which were from fifteen to 
twenty yards lorfg and two yards wide. 
He had one cloth which was thirty- 
two yards long, and that had the arms 
of France embroidered on It in silk. 
All of these were fringed. 


In the sixteenth century "doublers," 


or double cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small 
and was laid just as we lay ours to- 
day. 


The other, which was put on over it, 


was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. It was skillfully folded in such 
a way that, as n book of that time 
says, "It resembled a winding river, 
gently ruffled by a little breeze, for 
among very many little folds were 
here and there great bubbles." 


It must have required much art and 


care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
in,' the midst of this undulating sea 
and among those "bubbles" and puffy 
folds. 


However, the fashion had only a 


short existence, as Is apt to be the case 
with unpractical fashions, and toward 
the latter part of the century a single 
cloth, laid flat and touching the floor 
on nil sides of the tnble, came into gen- 
eral use.

HOMES OF ENGLISH AUTHORS 


At the risk of trespassing on the 


realm of the guidebook, we dare not 
omit a glance at the 
homes 
and 


haunts of some of the English poets 
and novelists, many of whom are bet- 
ter known in America, It seems, than 
at home. 
But, however well we have 


known their works, they are infinitely 
dearer and more charming after we 
have seen the environmen' which in- 
Bliired and moulded them. 


Now do not fear that you will lie led 


to old fireplaces and to Vuined walls 
and asked to worship devoutly. 
Nor 


that you will be loaded down with 
pebbles or holly or even 
blades of 


grass, bought or stolen at great peril 
from' guarded graves to be hugged 
close as a precious 
fetich 
forever 


more. And yet such vapid sentiment- 
ality, such a method of making "little 
literary journeys" characterizes many 
of our tourists. We had the privilege 
of visiting Dove Cottage, the plain, 
humble, stone house of "Wordsworth, 
and its neat, little garden in company 
with, or rather, I should say at the 
same time as, a group of New York 
girls. "O isn't it dear!" "Just think, 
Wordsworth sat right here!" "What 
a lovely, dear, sweet little garden!" 
"Why anyone ought to Tie able to write 
poetry here!" 


One hesitates whether to class this 


sort of appreciation higher or lower 
than the other kind which watches the 
attendant with hawk-like intensity for 
the opportunity to chip a corner off 
Ruskin's monument, or split a chunk 
from the old oak bench where Shake- 
speare courted Ann Hathaway, or at 
least to leave its name scratched with 
a diamond on the window of Scott's 
study. The latter leads to unpleasant 
results for others, too. since everyone 
is held guilty until he is'proven inno- 
cent, and has to grow accustomed to 
being under close guard, never know- 
ing at what moment he may step over 
the dead line of the sentinel's 
dis- 


pleasure. 


If one may judge by tho number of 


visitors, there are two bouses about 
equally interesting to literary pilgrims, 
the 
homely, 
timbered, 
two-storied 


birthplace in Stratford."and the equal- 
ly 
homely, but 
quaintly 
charming 


thatched "clay biggen" at. Ayr. The 
two serve most perfectly, however, to 
illustrate the uselessness and supreme 
merit of literary pilgrimages. 
Strat- 


ford en Avon has no more meaning to 
the student of Shakespeare than ten 
other towns one might pick out. That 
does not mean that it is not charming 
in itself. 
The walk out t.o the little 


village of Shottery, the footpath now 
between close walls or hedges, now 
over stiles into pastures with a widen- 
ing view back to the spire rising above 
Avon, that walk if taken just at twi- 
light, will make on thoroughly in love 
when he reaches the • old-fashioned 
garden 
and 
cottage 
at % the end, 


whether William ever went that way 
to a waiting Anne or not. That parish 
church anrl the graves clustered about 
it with the Avon loitering past, to the 
mill below, the grammar school with 
its timbered second story projecting 
over the sidewalk, even the barren 
birthnlo.ce with its huge fireplaces and 
massive oak beams, ail these are in- 
teresting even if no poet were buried 
in one, nor learned "small Latin and 
less Greek" in another, even if he hud 
never been born at all. 


But if one goes t.o Stratford to get 


acquainted with the great dramtist, he 
might as well stay at. home. 
To be 


fire the groves and meadows of War- 
wickahlre may have inspired the beau- 
tiful scenes in "As You Like It." But 
then our bard should have been born 
again with Milton in Broad street, the 
heart of busy London, to gain his pro- 
found knowledge of human life, or 
have lived at Abbottsford with Scott 
for foundation upon which to build 
romantic pictures of aristocracy. 
Xo. 


so transcendent is the 
genius of 


Shakespeare, that to comprehend Us 
inspiration one must study and know 
the world, not a mere spot of it. 


Quite otherwise with Burns. 
Xol 


that "anyone ought to be able to write 
who is barn in a "cluy biggin" oniMUid 
of which fell down and threw him 
out into the storm at a week old. But 
the products of Burns' genius were en- 
tirely inspired by the simple scenes 
of hi.s rugged, unfortunate life about 
Ayr and Dumfries, and the finest com- 
mentaries on his poems are the white- 
washed cottages where hel Ived and 
the fields where he ploughed. One 
may start at Carlisle on the English 
border, fol;:.w up the Nith river to its 
source and then down the Doon and 
Ayr to the st-a and scarcely pass a 
village or tavern or sti'eam which has 
not called forth H lay from this min- 
strel of common thintrn. And how his 
own people love him! Xot merely be- 
cause he fills thfcir hotels and sells 
post c^rdu for them. 
The natives of 


Stratford and rGasKniere are proud of 
Shakespeare and Wordsworth, natur- 
ally, for they are the best paying as- 
sets of those villages. But the poems 
of Burns are quot^l and sung by all 
his countrymen, the others lauded by 
a few critic:-!. 


After the two favorites, perhaps thf- 


best known and most frfcqwn'ed arc; 
thtj home.-! or' Wordsworth and Scott. 
Dove Cottage, plain, simple, unpreten- 
tious but with a beau iful little garden 
is a striking contrast, to Abbotsford, 
vast, turreteii like a mediaeval castle, 
with its great park of K t a t e l v tre< :s 
Yet they reflect exactly the taste* and 
the genius of the two authors Words- 
worth, more than almost, any a ' l t n o r .
